“Establishment of such a cen- 
ter will go far toward providing 
assistance to veterinarians and 
owners for combatting a large- 
scale outbreak of livestock poi- 
soning,” Conner said, 

“We now have enough eni 
dotes to treat 50 head of cattle 
for seven different. poisons,” 
Sippel said. “Also, our toxicol- 
ogy department is equipped to 
diagnose cases where unfamiliar 
poisons are suspected.” 

Drugs have been accumulat- 
ed at the laboratory for treat- 
ment of the following types of 
poison which have been found 
from time to time in Florida 
cattle: „organic phosphate, ch- 
lorinated hydrocarbons, lead, ar- 
nic, nitrate, strychnine and 
thallium,

ment into it” 


Screwworm Eradication 
Busy In North Florida 


Commissioner of Agriculture 
Doyle Conner today announced 
temporary State-Federal screw- 
worm hearquarters have been 
established at the Tallahassee 
airport from which sterile fly 
dispersals are being made to 
cover about 30,000 square miles 
in northern Florida and south- 
ern Alabama and Georgia. 

Current dispersals are at the 
zate of aboue 144 million flies 
per week, according to Dr. 5. С. 
Gartman, assistant Federal vet- 
erinarian in Florida, in charge 
of dispersal operations. Disper- 
sal flights are being made 5 to 
6 days a Week by one Florida 
state owned plane and two 
planes contracted for by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture. 

Sterile flies produced at a 
Federal Jaboratory at Kerrville, 
Texas, are being ferried by 
plane twice weekly to Talla- 
hassee where temperature con- 
trolled holding facilities have 
heen set up at the airport. Kerr- 
ville fly production is being 
stepped up, aiming at about 10 
million weekly. 

According to Dr. C. L. Camp- 
bell, director of Florida’s Div- 
ision of Animal Industry, dis+ 
persal coverage will be boost- 
ed to about 40,000 square miles 
more sterile flies become 
available, In the meantime, all 
Florida-bound livestock ship: 
ments are being channeled thru 
one of three Federal inspection 
stations in Alabama and Ga.
